* £$**** With End of ‘51 


Well, we all knew It could 
not last forever, didn’t we, 
kids? 

The "it” is Christmas vaca- 41 
tion, of course. It will end 
next week. 

Classes will be resumed on 
Wednesday, Jan. 2, for pupils 
at City School and St. Rita’s 
School. 

Ascension Parish Day School 
students, however, will have an 
extra day to help them get 
over the New Year’s Day ac* 
tivities. Their classes do not 
begin until Thursday, Jan. 3. 

Older Sierra Madre students 
who attend schools in Pasa¬ 
dena will pick up their books 
again on Wednesday, Jan. 2. 


After Tuesday, Jan. 1, Sierra Madreans will travel to Pasa¬ 
dena if they are scheduled to appear in court. Under provisions 
of the court reorganization plan approved by California voters 
last year, Sierra Madre’s city court is abolished as of that date. 
All local felony and misdemeanor cases—including traffic viola¬ 
tions—will be handled in Pas¬ 
adena Municipal Court, 320 E. 
Walnut street. 

Instead of appearing at the 
City Hall here on Saturday 
mornings, adult Sierra Madre 
violators will appear on week¬ 
days—Monday through Friday 
—at 9:30 a.m., depending, of 
course, on when their case is 
scheduled. 

Local violators no longer 
will be able to post bail in 
Sierra Madre, but only at the 
municipal court clerk’s office 
in Pasadena. 

Chief of Police Gordon G. Mc¬ 
Millan advised local residents 
today that they should not at¬ 
tempt to post bail on a cita¬ 
tion until two days after it 
was issued. It will take that 
long for the court’s copy of the 
citation to be mailed to Pasa¬ 
dena, he explained. 

All citations issued by Sierra 
Madre police officers after 
Wednesday, Dec. 26, are being 
made out to the Pasadena 
court. 

The local city court will 
convene, possibly for the last 
time, on Saturday, Dec. 29. 
Judge John C. Mead has indi¬ 
cated, however, that a special 
“clean-up” session may be held 
Monday, Dec. 31, to complete 
all local cases. Following this 
session, all Sierra Madre court 
records and carry-over cases 
will be transferred to Pasadena. 

Chief McMillan said that 
juvenile cases still will be 
“unofficially heard” in Sierra 
Madre, on the second and 
fourth Saturday mornings in 
the City Hall at 9:30 o’clock. 


NOW-IT-CAN-BE-TOLD DE- 
PAHTMENT: The merchants 
fumbled the ball on their 
downtown Christmas decora¬ 
tions this year, in case you 
hadn't noticed. And they are 
the first to admit it The single 
tassel of tinsel and silvery star 
on the lampposts left residents 
—and the businessmen, too— 
unimpressed. 

The problem, of course, cen¬ 
tered around that absorbing 
subject, economics. With only 
limited funds, about $300, they 
tried to decorate too broad an 
area. In retrospect, they obvi¬ 
ously should have concentrated 
this money on one display. 

Costs of decorations, like 
everything else, have soared. A 
single string of "across-the- 
street" holiday decorations, for 
example, now costs $120. That's 
the rental fee, mind you, not 
the purchase price. At that 
rate. Sierra Madre businessmen 
could have afforded about 2% 
strings — not even enough to 
completely dress up one inter¬ 
section. 

As for the triangle decora¬ 
tions, they too were pitifully 
inadequate. The Businessmen’s 
Association blames this "void” 
on the uncertain completion 
date of construction work done 
on the island shortly before 
Christmas. 

One or two citizens have 
pointed a nostalgic finger at 
the old PE Depot decorations 
In San Marino and said that 
Sierra Madre should never 
have torn down its station. 

We don’t think that is the cit Y Council’s police commit 
right answer. During two or 
three weeks of the year, it is 
agreed, the decorated depot 
would add much charm to’the 
downtown, district. But take 
Siway the tinsel and bright 
lights and what have you? A 
crumbling, obsolete structure to 
serve only as a reminder that 
equally obsolete street cars 
once stopped there to discharge 
and take on passengers. 

Yes, the merchants fumbled 
the ball this year. But, hav¬ 
ing fumbled it once, we hope 
that this mistake, at least, will 
never be repeated. Long-range 
planning could be the answer, 
huh?

Sierra Madreans are asked to come to the city pumping plant 
this weekend, roll up their sleeves, and "pitch in" to help com¬ 
plete the local Tournament of Roses float. 

Volunteer workers will be needed to help beginning Saturday 
afternoon, all day Sunday and Monday, and until the float is 
finished Monday night. 

Traditionally, Sierra Madre's Rose Parade float is made by 
citizens offering their time and efforts to make it "a community 
project." Float Chairman R. Merritt Baker announced that "me¬ 
chanical workers" are needed for the float on Saturday afternoon. 

On Sunday and Monday, 
though, all residents are invit¬ 
ed to come down and help glue 
flowers on the float. 

Last year’s float was com¬ 
pleted before 10 p.m. of New 
Year’s Eve to set a new record 
locally. The Rose Parade entry 
must leave Sierra Madre for the 
parade formation in Pasadena 
by 2 a.m., it was pointed out. 


The 1952 March of Dimes 
drive will begin next Wednes¬ 
day, Jan. 2, Mrs. LeKoy C. 
Toms, Sierra Madre campaign 
chairman, announced today. 

“Iron lung” banks are being 
distributed to various stores, 
professional and public offices 
throughout the city as the an¬ 
nual appeal to fight infantile 
paralysis gets under way. 

The Sierra Madre March of 
Dimes drive is sponsored by 
the Civic Club. 

Mrs. Toms, 265 Mariposa, 
said "mailer^” will be sent to 
local residents on Monday, 
Jan. 7, asking help in this cru¬ 
sade against polio. 


It’s all a matter of opinion, 
said Harold Spears recently 
in asking for a hearing by 
the City Council. He is appeal¬ 
ing from the Planning Com¬ 
mission's denial of his subdi¬ 
vision application. 

“The Planning Commission 
says my proposed subdivision 
is ‘poor planning’,” Mr. Spears 
stated. "I say it is a matter 
of opinion.” 

The City Council set the 
public hearing date for Tues¬ 
day, Jan. 8, at 8 p.m. during 
its adjourned meeting this 
week. 

Mr. Spears’ proposed subdi¬ 
vision. twice rejected by the 
Planning Commission, is locat¬ 
ed on North Auburn avenue 
and consists of seven parcels. 

Approximately 200 feet on 
front of the proposed lots have 
been condemned for construc¬ 
tion because of alleged flood 
hazard conditions. 

“This leaves a ridge of be¬ 
tween 40 feet wide and 100 
feet wide on which to build,” 
Mr. Spears wrote. “As far as I 
can find, it meets all subdi¬ 
vision and zoning ordinances.” 


A proposal to make city 
bicycle licenses valid for five 
years instead of one was refer¬ 
red Wednesday night to the 


Sierra Madre’s share of the 
December, 1951, motor vehicle 
license fee apportionment will 
be approximately $9151.58, 
City Clerk Marie Warfel an¬ 
nounced today. 

The city’s portion of the "in 
lieu” tax apportionment is 
now being processed by State 
Controller Thomas Kuchel. Mrs. 
Warfel pointed out that as a 
rule the figure received by the 
city varies little if at all from 
this preliminary estimate. 

Sierra Madre’s anticipated 
apportionment for the entire 
year will be $26,947, the city 
clerk explained.

“Cars should be thoroughly 
checked for oil, gas, water, and 
mechanical condition,” Police 
Chief Gordon G. McMillan 
warned. 

All persons 
attending both the parade and 
game are asked to park near 
the Rose Bowl and walk to the 
parade. Those going to the pa¬ 
rade only should park on the 
side of the parade nearest their 
homes,” the chief added.

Daily output of lunches at 
Sierra Madre City School cafe¬ 
teria has increased dramatical¬ 
ly over last year, Superintend¬ 
ent Charles A. Skutt told the 
school trustees last week. 

The number of lunches serv¬ 
ed each day during the year 
ranged between 230 and 270, 
Mr. Skutt said. In 1950 the av¬ 
erage was 200. 

The School Board authoriz¬ 
ed the employment of another 
part-time cafeteria worker in 
view of the additional number 
of lunches being served. The 
new employee will report for 
work when school starts again 
on Jan. 2. 

Purchase of a booster hot 
water heater for the cafeteria 
also was approved by the trus¬ 
tees. This will assure complete 
sterilization of trays and dishes 
in complete conformity with 
new regulations of the Los An¬ 
geles County Board of Health, 
Mr. Skutt explained.

The record 
book shows more calls, but few 
serious fires resulted. This is 
mostly due to good response 
and of cool-headed residents.

THE YEAR 
IN REVIEW 


As the year 1951 fades into history, let's take a look back 
over our shoulders to review a few highlights of the 365-day period. 
In many ways the year was one off significant progress in Sierra 

The year opened, of course, with Sierra Madre's participation 
in the Tournament of Roses Parade. The local float, which depicted 
a huge "horn of plenty," won second* priie in Class A-10 (cities 
with populations ranging from 5,000 to 15,000). 

During the same month, Sierra Madre s giant water diversion 
structure was nearing completion under the tutelage of Herman 
Barter, then a member of the City Council. The structure, pipeline, 
and spreading grounds now have undergone their first real test—- 
a test termed "successful" by city, county and state officials. The 
$240,000 project marks a definite milestone in Sierra Madre's his- 

^ Meanwhile, important events were unfolding at City School. 
Ground had been broken in 1950 for a four-classroom addition 
to the building, and the structure was completed this year. 

"Biggest story" in Sierra Madre las! summer was the pro¬ 
longed debate over what to do with the Kersting Court Triangle. 
Numerous plans for beautifying the area were submitted, includ¬ 
ing one by Al Suman, local manufacturer, which attempted to 
alleviate some of the downtown parking problem. When the rustic 
PE Depot was scrapped, a few hardy pioneers scurried for souvenirs 
from the rubble. 

October of 1951 will be remembered in years to come as 
the month Sierra Madre hired its first city administrator, R. Mer¬ 
ritt Baker. The administrator's office is expected to streamline 
municipal government and relieve some of the routine burdens 
from councilmanic shoulders.

Many Southern Californians 
are air mailing scrip certifi¬ 
cates to Israel as participants 
in the ‘‘Scrip to Israel” program 
now under way in the United 
States. 

Bartley C. Crum, president of 
Scrip to Israel Inc., explains 
that the plan enables United 
States residents to send pur¬ 
chasing power to Israel. The 
program, Mr. Crum said, is en¬ 
dorsed by economists as a 
method of benefiting both 
countries without disturbing 
the American dollar and Israeli 
pound relation. 

Americans send scrip, sold in 
denominations of $10 and up, 
to Israelis for purchasing not 
only scarce food, such as can¬ 
ned and frozen meats, strained 
baby foods, assorted dietetic 
food, but also vitamins, toilet 
articles, and other essentials, 
without sacrificing precious ra¬ 
tion points. 

Scrip gifts may be mailed 
to relatives, friends, orphan¬ 
ages, Yeshivas, and other insti¬ 
tutions of learning and through 
the Jewish Agency Absorption 
Department in Jerusalem.

Roaster dishes, the lifting rack and 
the cooking well may be removed and 
washed like any other dish or pan, 
using warm water and soap and a 
mild cleanser for spots and stains. Be 
sure, however, that you do not subject 
glass dishes or the cooking well to 
rapid changes in temperature; cool 
them before washing. Food particles 
which tend to stick to the dishes or 
cooking well will wash off more easily 
if you fill the dishes with cool water 
(in which a little detergent has been 
dissolved) and let them stand for a 
short while before cleaning. 

Wash Broiler Griddle Carefully 
If your roaster has a broiler griddle 
attachment, cool it and remove cord 
before you remove it from the lifting 
rack for cleaning. Then, using a little 
soapy water, wash the top surface of 
the griddle and. rinse with clear water 
ion a cloth. Never immerse the whole 
'broiler griddle in water. The baffle 
should be removed from the griddle 
and cleaned in the same way. 
i After using the broiler griddle as a 
broiler, remove it from the lifting 
rack and wipe off any spots on the 
(underside of the grill with a damp 
cloth. Be sure it dries thoroughly be- 
ifore using again. And always put the 
baffle back in place before storing the 
broiler griddle.
